(UPI) — Eight 
explosions rent a 12,000-ton tanker 
Sunday and set off a fire that 
burned with such withering inten- 
sity it killed men in their tracks 
and seared “like steaks” the feet 
of those lucky enough to escape 
over sizzling decks. 


Firemen found seven bodies 
aboard the ship, the Amoco Vir- 
ginia, owned by the American Oil 
Co., when they were able to board 
the vessel 21 hours after the fire 
broke out. Three men were still 
unaccounted for. 


Early estimates of the dead 
ranged as high as 23. 


FIRE ALMOST OUT 


Capt. R. R. Combs, of Columbia 
N.C., was believed to be one of 
the dead. 


The fire appeared to be almost 
out. Firemen found a small fire 
going in the galley and put it out 
and said there still might be a 
small fire in the bow.

The U.S. Supreme Court acted in the 
miational interest and in full support of 
the powers of Congress in handing down 
a decision Saturday upholding the emer- 
gency injunctive provisions of the Taft- 
Hartley Act. In effect, the decision also 
upheld the constitutionality of the Act it- 
self. 


Despite Justice Douglas’ strong dis- 
sent, which everyone should read, the de- 
cision bespeaks the common interests of 
the nation. 

The ruling means the 500,000 striking 
steelworkers must return to their jobs 
for an 80-day “cooling off” period while 
the union and jndustry, aided by federal 
mediators, try to find enough areas of 
agreement to reach a settlement. 

The court recognized that an emer- 
gency exists and that the national safety 
and welfare is imperiled. If any further 
proof were needed than the spreading 
unemployment resulting from the strike, 
continued failure to make any progress 
whatever toward a settlement provides it. 

Meanwhile, layoffs in the automobile 
industry alone now have climbed past the 
200,000 mark and still are climbing. This 
in turn is affecting hundreds of thousands 
of workers in allied fields. Unless the 
strike were ended, the economy stood to 
suffer most severe damages. 

There are no assurances even now 
that the strike will be settled during the 
80-day period. Unless it is, there is almost 
certain to be strong congressional action 
to protect the public’s interest. 

It now appears increasingly unlikely 
that a settlement will be reached which 
will not lead to another round of infla- 
tion. The vast economic power wielded by 
steel labor and management again is ac- 
knowledged in a report by the Joint Eco- 
nomic Committee of Congress. Higher 
wages, higher prices and higher profits 
year by year are credited with feeding the 
inflationary spiral which has cut buying 
power of the.dollar in half. 

We thus see the results of irresponsi- 
bility in management and labor which 
threatens the very existence of the free 
enterprise system. 

It is now incumbent upon ieher and 
management to settle their differences 
in a way which will not damage further 
the national economy through inflation. 
Unless such an agreement is forthcom- 
ing, the day has become inevitable when 
Congress must take action to protect the 
public’s interest in disputes which affect 
the national welfare. 

Once again is illustrated that the pub- 
lic, harassed by inflation as it is, has no 
adequate protection from either big}la- 
bor or big management in such disputes. 
It is a weakness which must be remedied 
to insure survival of free enterprise itself.

For the first time in five months there 
was an increase in major crimes. Al- 
though it was slight—1.6 per cent—Chief 
Jenkins is quite right in calling for in- 
creased effort to lower the rate. 

Lt. W. M. Cox, head of the Metropoli- 
tan Lottery Squad, has also let it be 
known that his unit is still very much 
alive and that there has been no soften- 
ing up whatever in its determination to 
arrest lottery operators. His advice to 
them is to get out of business or suffer 
the consequences. 

It’s good to hear from both the chief 
and Lt. Cox. The criminal element, too, 
would do well to take note.

Just What’s Irritating 
Latin America Now? 


Anti-U.S. sentiment as displayed in 
the riots in Panama and the hysterical 
outbursts .of Fidel Castro in Cuba are 
symptoms which cannot be dismissed with 
ea shrug. While indicative of rising _na- 
tionalism, they also could mean real 
trouble for this country. 

In the first place, we cannot place the 
blame upon the Communists although we 
can be sure they are aiding and abetting 
the situation. It does call for an attempt 
to understand what's back of it all and 
to do something to prevent further de- 
‘terioration in our Latin American rela- 
tions. 

Only a few months ,ago the United 
States was accused of supporting dicta- 
torships. This is no longer an issue. Nor 
can we be accused of not assisting Latin 
Americari nations to cure their economic 
ills. There is something basically wrong. 
But what?. 

While nationalism cannot be mis- 
taken for communism, the Communists 
cari be expected to take full advantage of 
it as they have done in the Middle East 
and Asia: Venezuela, for instance, is driv-

ing U.S. capital out of that country and 
discouraging the investments in oil and 
other industry upon which its economic 
development must depend. 

Brazil also is moving toward discour- 
aging U.S. capital investments, threaten- 
ing nationalization of various industries 
and cancellation of charters of foreign 
banks. 

The development programs of these 
South American nations depend upon for- 
eign capital, just as the development of 
the U.S. economy formerly was depend- 
ent. So growing unrest which could lead 
to a policy of letting Latin America stew 
in its own juice could harm these nations 
to the benefit of communism.

State Hospital’s Progress 
Justifies Schaefer Report 


Just six months ago, Dr. W. Bruce Schaefer, of Toccoa, delivered 
to Gov. Vandiver a report of the recommendations of his committee 
as to how conditions at Milledgeville State Hospital might be im- 
proved. From the first, the governor had only praise for the report. 
He pronounced it ‘“‘one of the finest, most authoritative, and all-in- 
clusive public documents that I have ever read.” 


There were others who did not 
share the governor’s enthusiasm. 
They had been conditioned by 
many other reports on Milledge- 
ville which had led only to much 
talk and little . action. Despite 
those previous reports, conditions 
at Milledgeville, the largest men- 
tal institution in the world, con- 
tinued deplorable, overcrowded 
and understaffed. 

But the critics of.the Schaefer 
report will have to eat their 
words. For what the doctors or- 
dered in that report for the im- 
provement of the mental health 
program at Milledgeville has al- 
ready formed the foundation of 
what Gov. Vandiver says will be 
one of the nation’s greatest men- 
tal health programs. Further- 
more, in six months’ time, practi- 
cally all of the Schaefer commit- 


‘tee’s short-range and medium- 


range recommendations have 
been carried out. The long-range 
program will come under the 
scrutiny of the next General As- 
sembly. 


Before the Schaefer -report, 
Georgia was without a centrally 
directed mental health program. 
The 116-year-old hospital was un- 
der control of the Department of 
Welfare and the hospital itself was 
under the superintendency of a 
doctor who was not a psy- 
chiatrist. According to the Schae- 


fer report, “there was a lack of 
understanding of the problems of 
the mentally ill.”’ 

The first recommendation of 
the doctors implemented by the 
governor was transferring the 
hospital to the State Health De- 


partment. The Health department ° 


set in motion other recommenda- 
tions, and corrective measures 


.were undertaken of many irregu- 


larities pointed out by the Schae- 
fer committee. In addition to car- 


rying out the recommendations of 


the committee for the hospital, the 
Health department itself has 
brought ‘sweeping changes to the 
state's mental health program.

A hundred years from now, as historians 
seek to understand the great social issues of the

Of course, I felt that vam aod the 
Lockheed Lodestar 20 years ago and about every newer, bigger, 
faster plane that has come along since, including the big droop-snoot- 


ed Connies on the DC-7s. 


But this jet job is something 
else. It does not fly. It just slides 
through the air until it gets about 
six miles above the ground. Then 
it floats awhile. Then it glides 
down to land like a bird on a 
limb. It does all this without mak- 
ing much more noise than a wash- 
ing machine. In fact I've got gad- 
gets in my house that raise more 
of a rumpus when they are work- 
ing than this airplane. 

You hear a low, deep-throated 
roaring when you are taxiing out 
and on the take off run but that’s 
all right. A man conditioned to the 
old prop jobs likes to hear some 
noise out there on the wings when 
the plane is taking off. The loud- 
er the racket the better he likes 
it. It means there’s a lot of power 
at work. Once the jet is up, 
though, you don’t hear anything 
much. Just a soft steady swish, 
which is the sound of the wind 
sweeping across the wings and 
fuselage. The noise of the engines 
is only a low murmur and you 
have to peer out of the window 
to see the red arrows of flame 
pouring out of the tailpipe to be 
sure they are going. 

Just before we took off the 
stewardess told us that the plane 
had a tail wind coming down ffom 
Chicago, so they'd made the trip 
at 685 miles an hour. We were 
going back upstairs to see if that 
wind was still blowing at 27,000 
feet. I guess it was still blowing 


all right. We left Atlanta at 10 
minutes past 8. We landed in 
Miami at 20 past 9 — nearly 700 
miles in 70 minutes. 

The plane we came back in was 
a fine plane. It had four big pro- 
pellors out there grinding away 
and the engines groaned and 
howled and snorted and the cabin 


shook and people who wanted to 
talk shouted at each other. 


But after the jet it was like rid- 
ing in a two-horse wagon.

Your Baby’s First Six Months Are the Fastest Growing Period of His Lite

“‘Are you sure that’s the right 
baby’"’ the chagrined father 
asked, after his first glimpse 
of his newly born son. 


Don't let your first meeting 
with your new off-spring send 
you into shock. Few new babies 
meet the new parents specifi- 
cations of what a newborn 
should resemble. Give him a 
few weeks to get acquainted 
with this weary old world. He's 
going to learn new breathing 
and feeding habits, start stretch- 
ing tiny muscles and slowly ac- 
custom himself to strange 
noises and objects. 


In no time at all, that flat 
pudgy nose and a head that 
looks like anything but what 


you ordered, will begin to take 
human

to their pediatricians that one

sided. Give your infant time. 
dear mother. Before you can 
adjust baby’s formula, he will 
soon make such a glamorous 
public appearance even you 
won't recognize him. 


As the one and only Dr. Ben- 
jamin Spock tells us, ‘“‘there’s 
nothing in the world more fas- 
cinating that watching a baby 
grow and develop. He's follow- 
ing the whole history of the 
human race.”’ 


Mothers who feel that a baby 
js trying “to put something 
over on her’ in those early 
months ‘of getting adjusted 
would be wise to heed the ad- 
vice of one of Atlanta’s leading 
pediatricians. Says the child 
specialist: “‘No baby, until he 
has reached about three months 
of age, is interested in much 
else than his basic wants. Hun- 
gar, in the small. infant, strikes 
often and with real acute pain. 
He will cry if he’s hungry be- 


cause it hurts. Likewise indi- 
gestion, a feeling of discomfort 


from being wet, hot, cold or 
tired may cause spells of 
screaming.” 


The first thing a baby learns 
when he starts to move is eat- 
ing. Remember that anything 
that touches his cheek, he will 
automatically try and put it in 
his mouth. This is the reason 
that mothers are advised by 
doctors to keep all things out 
of baby’s reach that would be 
harmful to him if swallowed. 


Don’t use stron g-armed 
methods with the baby who 
seems to prefer the use of one 
hand to the other. If he shows 
an inclination to be left-handed, 
leave him ALONE! 


“Why doesn't my baby sit 
up?’’ is another question often 
asked doctors by anxious moth- 
ers. Doctors are unanimous in 
their opinion that no two babies 
are ever alike. “‘Some babies 


cut teeth as early as two 
months and others not until 
much later,” says one Atlanta 
doctor. He explaines that the 
same rule pertains to how soon 
a baby will sit up alone and 
Start creeping. 


Doctors advise against prop- 
ping a baby up until he can sit 
by himself. This isn't usual- 
ly until a baby has passed the 
6 months stage. Also getting the 
gate this season is the high- 
chair. Now doctors advise get- 
ting a low chair and table as 
many babies can fall out of a 
high chair too easily. 


Mothers who have been 
through the play pen stage can 
tell you it’s a wise mother who 
puts a child in a play pen be- 
fore he gets used to crawling 
around by himself. Once a child 
has had his freedom, it’s hard 
to get him accustomed to the 
confines of the playpen. 


Changing the wriggly baby 


can be an ordeal and it’s the 
smart mother who learns to 
keep baby preoccupied with a 
piece of cracker or a toy. NEV- 
ER leave a baby unattended on 
a bed or top of a bathette. It 
only takes a turn or two for him 
to roll off. 


Your baby’s first 6 months 
will be the fastest growing pe- 
riod in his life. He is equipped 
by nature to do most things by 
himself and should NEVER 
be forced to walk before he is 
ready. He’ knows better than 
you do when this time will be. 
As for shoes, he doesn't need 
them until he’s really walking 
and that probably won't be be- 
fore he’s a year old. The baby 
who gets stuck standing before 
he learns to sit down doesn’t 
need help either. He'll soon 
learn the way down just as he 
has the way up and beside — 
he’s got his own built-in, shock- 
absorbent seat cushion.

How To Get Good Wear 


Krom Your Fall Shoes 


Q. How can I get the longest 
wear from my new fall shoes? 
Miss C. F., Tulsa. 


A. Put your best foot forward 
by starting off with well-made 
shoes that fit properly, Miss 
C. F. Then protect them with 
shoe trees, rain boots, regular 
cleaning and repairs. 


Here are features that make 
a shoe extra-durable: 


Shoes with rubber or composi- 
tion soles withstand the most 
rugged wear. Men’s shoes—de- 
signed for this—often have up- 
pers that are sewn to such soles 
with a welt construction. Some 
women’s shoes have this fea- 
ture, too. Full-grain or top-gra'n 
leather uppers hold shine and 
shape better than split-grain. 
Top-grain Jeather insoles are the 
most durable. 


Now whether you choose a 
shoe with these long-wearing 
features or one less practical, 
get the best fit you can. Here 
are elements of a good fit: 


Toe shape conforms to that of 
your toes. The big toe lies 
straight and does not touch top 
of the shoe. The shoe réaches 
half to three-quarters of an inch 
beyond the end of your toes, is 
flexible at the base of them. The 
widest part of the ball joint/cor- 
responds to the widest part of 
the shoe. The inner edge of the 
shoe follows the line of your 
foot. The heel gives firm, com- 
fortable support. The shoe fits 
smoothly and firmly from ball 
of the foot to heel, without pres- 
sure or gaping. Shoe uppers do 


not cut into fleshy part of the 
foot. 


Now any shoe keeps its shape 
longer when you keep shoe 
trees in it and wear rain boots 
when needed. Then if you alter- 
nate between two pairs of shoes 
for daily wear, each pair will 
wear longer. 


Too, don’t let heels get run- 
over. They'll throw a shoe out of 
shape. Composition or rubber 
lifts give a springier walk. Ny- 
lon lifts last longer than leather, 


but cost more. 


Look into metal heel and toe 
tips if your shoes wear at either 
point. 


Keep shoes cleaned and pol- 
ished with proper dressing. 
Brush suede with bristle, rubber 
or wire brush in circular mo- 
tion. Use wire brush lightly, or 
you may destroy the nap. After 
you brush, smooth nap in one 
direction. Liquid dressings that | 
contain dye are most effective 
for suede. Polish smooth leath- 
er shoes before you wear them 
the first time. Rub a clear oil 


on patent leather. 


If your shoes do get wet, stuff | 


them with paper and keep them 
away from heat. Soften and re- 
condition the uppers and soles 
of smooth leather with castor 
oil. 


If soles of your shoes wear 
out before the uppers, consider 
factory rebuilding. This may 
cost as much as $12, but can be 
worth it. Some department 
stores do a similar job for 
around $4. /
